had  the  assurance  to  bring  a  mob  to  my  house  in  Albany  in  January   '76  when 
they  consumed  upwards  of  C'2^0  worth  of  my    best  litiuors  which  he  took  by 
force,,, I  mention  this  circumstance   as  it  is  not  unlikely  application  may  be 
made  to  be  restored>,,I  don't  think  he  is  a  person  that  ought  to  be  trusted 
at  the  outposts,
